Councillor McLeod stated the 
view of the BuLtetiIn on the market 
site question: We need a market 
provided we can get it at a reasonabie 
price. But we don’t need it badly 
enough to pay an unreasonable price.

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FROM THE LIARD. 

{ The Vancoaver papers mention the 
arrival in that city of H. Simpson, of 
Winnipeg, (brother of Dr. Simpson, 
also of Winnipeg) from the Liard 
river. Mr, Simpson ieft Edimonton in 
May last by the water rcute. Mr. 
Simpson is reported as stating that he 
left his party at Frances lake. Some 
men were making $2 to $3 a day, 
and the outlook was considered by 
most of them as far from satisfactory. 
Some big parties of Chicago people 
were there. Mr. Simpson was en his 
way to Winnipeg. One of the Van- 
couver papers pablished a report that 
Mr Simpson’s party bad becn held up 
by Indians and robbed on che Liard 
river. Mr. Simpson explained to the 
rival paper that this was mereiy a yarn 
of the reporters. He had heard that 
Mr. Stone, an American naturalist 
who had wintered on the Liard last 
winter, had had some articles stolen by 
Indians. It was this story which the 
reporter had magnified into a hold up 
of Mr. Simpson and his whole party. 
Truly they are enterprising reporters 
on the coast. 


FORT NELSON. 


A. Smith, of 37 North Sixth street, 
Philadelphia, has received a letter 
from his son Rudolph, a member of 
the Philadelphia party headed by Capt. 
Mason, who left Edmonton for Pelly 
river; and has kingly forwarded the 
letter to the Bunietin for the mnforma- 
tion of its readers. The letter is dated 
at Fort Nelson, Nelson mver, oa Aug. 
2nd. The letter is very long. The 
foliowing extracts will give an idea as 
to the progress and position of the 
party. 

We are at the Hudson’s Bay post 
on the Nelson river, marked on the 
maps as Fort Nelson, But it is noth- 
ing more than a small clear space on 
the banks of the river, with four small 
log cabins on it. Two bands of Indians 
are camped here. It is a very wild 
sort of place, and we are enjoying life 
as the Indians do. We trade all sorts 


of trinkets with them fer meat. (and 
they certainly have lots of it.) In fact 


they live on nothing else—only tea 
and game. They shoot moose, bear 
and cariboo, and catch fish by the 
score. We got half of a big bear fora 
large cupfu!l of tea, and a big skin full 
of pure bear grease and one of moose fat 
for about two pounds of flour. One 
Indian is out now hunting for bear. 
We _ will get it for two cups of tea. 
They teli us that we will get lots of 
game as we are going up the moun- 
tains. We have travelled in swamps 
and muskeg: for the last two months, 
and have become disgusted with that 
sort of travelling. We were glad to 
get on high ground. Now we are ly- 
ing here for a few deys giving the 
horses a chance to rest, as well as our- 
selves. We are within 50 miles of 
the mountains, and the travelling will 
be short, but very heavy on account of 
the up and down hills, so we want the 
horses as strong and well fitted up as 
possible. We lost lots of time by the 
guide who blazed the trail from Hay 
river to the Nelson. He got off his 
base and went nearly 200 miles out of 
his way. So we have lost about 30 
days in unnecessary travelling. But 
still we are in good spirits and will 
push ahead. The man in charge of 
the H. B. Co. post says the winters are 
very mild. There is plenty of snow 
and ice, but you don’t feel the cold as 
you do in Edmonton. He says he 
doesn’t wear any more clothes than he 
does now except a knit jacket and 
heavy woollen stockings. Some of the 
Hilborn (London) party are worrying 
for fear they.run short of grub. We 
have plenty and to spare. There are 
a few fellows going home. They can- 
not stand the racket they say. They 
have not much grit not to stick it out, 
now they have come this far. Don’t 
take any stock in their hard luck 
stories which I suppose will get in the 
papers. Don’t let any of their tales of 
woe trouble you. I tell you we are 
fixed for the winter and there is not 
any danger whatever. As to our 
appearance, we are the hardest looking 
lot of citizens ever turned loose, com- 
ing so many miles through the brush 
and timber. It ripped and tore our 
clothes and we kept patching with can- 
vas. We have good. healthy grub: 
oatmeal, cornmeal, flap jacks, tinned 
vegetables, so we have soup very often. 
Then we have beans, peas and rice. 
For meats we have bear, moose, cari- 
boo, game and poultry, or fish, all. we 
want. Coffee and tea, but no milk, 
and very seldom sugar. We crossed 
the Nelson in the big flat boat of the 
Hudson's Bay Company and swam our 
horses. I send this by the fellows 
who are turning back. We are all as 
well as well as can be; in fact it has 
surprised all hands, the wonderful 
health of every man on the trail. No 
one hes ever been sick. MacLeod, 
the Hudson’s Bay man, says the 
Indians are never sick. He says two 
men came here who had consumption, 
and were in very bad shape. They 
stayed one year, and now can run a 
big pit saw with any two Indians, and 
look the very picture of health.

GOLD DREDGiNG IN B. C. 


British Columbia Mining Critic : 
“The water is low in the Quesnelle 
and the Olsen dredge has shut down 
for the season. It is said the output 
has been between $200 and $300 per 
day of ten hours, and the expense less 
than $15 per day. The Pittsburg 
dredge is fast aground on a bar in the 
Fraser. No watehman was on board 
during the crew’s absence and the 
water receding unexpectedly, the 
dredge goton a bar. Neo more dredg- 
ing will be done this season. 


GOLD DREDGING. 


A letter from New Zealand appear- 
ing in a recent issue of the British 
Columbia Mining Critic, says that 
steam dredging for gold in the rivers 
of that country has been an immense 
success. A very large number of 
dredges are at work, and ‘fifty more 
are in course of construction, ten of 
which are to go to New South Wales, 
where river dredging on the New 
Zealand system is to be introduced. 
One dredge is mentioned as taking 
out 26 onnces a week. Eleven ounces 
pays the working expenses, leaving a 
profit of $280 a week. It would 
appear that the Otter dredge now laid 
up for the season in the Saskatche- 
wan is of the class that has proven ! 
such a success in New Zealand. The 
immense amount of dredging ground 
on the Saskatchewan, Athabasca, 
Peace, Liard and probably Peel rivers 
and their tributaries makes this ques- 
tion of river dredging for gold one of 
intense interest to people on this side 
of the mountains. The letter con- 
cludes with a warning to avoid 
monopolies, while offering a fair 
opportunity for the employment of 
capital.

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“TOWN MEETING. 

At the call of the mayor as required 
by the municipal ordinance » public 
meeting of the electors was held in 
Roberteon Hall on Friday evening. 
Mayor Edmiston presiding. There 
ooh oe attendance of electors, and 
a busi 


ness-like interest was mani- 
_ fested in the proceedings. 
The mayor read the ce 


that had passed between town 
and the government regarding the 


ite apparent that if the bridge was 
- now completed it was not from 
apathy on the part of the town 
authorities, on any failure on their 
part to point out to the government 
their desires and rights in the matter. 
The town assessment was next dealt 
with. . Although the assessment of 
the town was nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars larger than last year 
there were scarcely any appeals, show- 
ing that the increase was based on 
solid progress and was not merely 
juggling with figores. Taylor's trip 
to §Pelly river was alluded to. The 
town had furnished the money re- 
quired for this expedition, but had 
been recouped by the government, 
and the account was now square. 

The question of market site was 
dealt with very fully. Mr. Heiminck 
had offered a part of block X and 
certain street allowances for $12,000 
giving only three days in whieh to 
consider it. When the eouncil met 
to consider the offer, Councillor 
Picard moved that it be accepted. 
There was some discussion and Coun- 
cillor Humberstone asked Mr. Hei- 
minck low $10,000 would catch him. 
Mr. Heiminck offered to make it 
$11,000. Mr. Edmiston held that 
Mr. Heiminck’s willingness to accept 
$1,000 less than his offer showed that 
Mr. Picard’s motion had offered 
too much for the property. 
The offer was rejected, however, and 
Councillor McLeod moved that a by- 
law be submitted offering $8,000. 
This Mr. Heiminck refused. The 
Jellett offer of the fire hail site was 
$4,525, with Hulbert’s lot still to be 
purchased. The total property would 
be 165 feet on both Fraser and 
Queen's avenues. The building now 
on the property were worth enough to 
pay for the Hulbert lot. Councillor 
Picard’ had moved to file the Jellett 
offer without discussion. When the 
selection of the site came up again on 
report of the special committee, Mr. 
Humberstone presented an offer of a 
property made to him by Mr. Hei- 
minck. As the offer was not made to 
the council the council did not con- 
sider it, and approved of the fire hall 
site. 

Councillor Picard followed with a 
lengthy address. He produced a map 
of part of the town on which the three 
proposed market sites were plainly 
shown. He recounted the circum- 
stances connected with the proposed 
deal for block X and the fire hall site, 
substantially as appeared in Mr. 
Picards’s letter to the Butietin. For 
many reasons he preferred the block 
X market site. Its purchase would 
settle a lot of troubles. The purchase 
of an outlet to McDougall street 
would cost $350 to $500. ‘The ex- 
tension of Cliff street to the bridge 
would cost something. The main street 
lot of 50 feet was worth $60 a front 
foot. These would cut a great deal 
off the price asked for block X. It 
contained 123,000 square feet. It 
was 500 feet long by 300 wide at 
the west end, @ $8,000, this was 63c 
a square foot, while the price asked 
for the fire hall site was 19c a square 
foot. The fire hall site had only 116 
feet of face on Fraser avenue, and 165 
on Queen. We already owned the 
land occupied by the fire hall which 
the mayor had reckoned in the 165 
feet front of the market property. 
He held that the town needed a 
market site, and that it would be 
economy to purchase now. The time 
had come for waterworks. He did 
pot favor company control. If the 
waterworks franchise was Landed to a 
company the town would have to put 
in a sewerage system at its own cost. 
He favored the town building both 
waterworks and sewers. He would 
like to see the ratepayers take a 
deeper interest in civic affairs. 


Councillor Humberstone under- 
stood the meeting was to give each 
councillor a chance to give an account 
of his year’s work. As chairman of 
the health committee he had tried to 
clean up the town. He thought he 
had improved it some. He found 
men of large property harder to deal 
with than men with little property. 
He thought a !arger nuisance ground 
was necessary, and as he would not be 


in the council next year he would try and 
sell the town a suitable property. The

He did not 
think Mr. Heiminck would make either of 
his offers again.

$300. The total estimate for the year was 
about $700. Regarding market site: 
Block X was representod as containing 
175,000 square feet. But part of it was 
down the hill. He could only find 95,000 
uare feet avuilable. He waa satistied 
t Hulbert, who owned the lot in the fire 
hall site, would sell. The buildings now on

T. P. Cairney saic that the fire hall site 
was ridiculens, The council was throwing 
away $100 in submitting the by-law as 
it would certainly ba defeated. He rather 
favored block X, 

K. A. McLeod asked if Mr. Cairney 
thought the council would be justified in sub- 
mitting a by-law to buy block X at $11,000. 

Mr. Cairney explained at some length. 
The sum of the explanation was that he 
did not think such a by-law would carry.
